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N EW YORK, Feb. 19.— A day 
of investigation followed the dis-j 
art ro ut fire which early yesterday 
morning wrecked the ward of the 
Manhattan State hospital for the 
insane * 1 Ward s islanl, killing 22 
patients and 3 male attendants. 
Out of the investigations started ; 
by many different agencies, through 
expressions of belief that gr-eatei j 
care is needed to protect M adm an’s 
nsl«-. Only two houses of the 75 
siructures were declared by Sup­ 
erintendent Marcus H eyman to be 
fireproof. 
The 
whole population of 
the 
State’s asylum presented a phleg- 
malic calm after the day of sor- 
row, a day on which the insane 
j acted most sanely 
The one unit 
of the 75 on the island that was 
attacked by the flames housed the 
most violently insane— men of the 
homicidal tendencies, who at an> 
moment might have leaped at the. 
throats ot their rescuers, but leap 
they did not. 
Not a «ingle attack 
j upon any attend ant was reported. 
A funeral barge moved down the 
East river shortly before midnight 1 
carrying to BelltvUo morgue the 
I bodie« that had been recovered. In

i possible. 
Several world war victims p erish -: 
ed in the flames. 
A fire many times as disastrous 
as that of yesterday, may at any 
moment break out on W a rd s is­ 
land, Superintendent Marcus Hey- 
m a r said today. 
Th" island has 75 separate stru c­ 
tures. of which 50 are used to 
house patients. 
Of the entire num- 
bcr but two are fireproof, according 
to l>r. Heyman. who asserts that 
he has vainly implored the legis­ 
lature for additional funds with 
which to protect Ins churges from 
fire.
